SHOT ON TRAIN 


He Stole a Grip Full of 
Pistols at Tifton Yes- 
terday. 


November 8.—(Special.)— 

‘*hree stores were entered by burglars 
n Tifton Tuesday night. An entrance 
was made into the wagon and harness 
store of Perryman Moore, on Main strect, 
but nothing was taken. 

Ss. G. Slack & Co.'s store was also en- 
tered in the same manner.

Mr. Thrasher, seeing the 
negro’s attempt, drew his revolver and 
Shot him three times, once in the 
shoulder, once in the head. and once in 
the leg, breaking the Jatter near the 
knee.

The negro, Who gave his name as Mel- 
vin Thomgs, and who is unknown 
Tifton, s brought here and lodged in 
Tift county jail last night. In his grip 
he had seven of the pistols stolen from 
the Golden Hardware Company, two 
razors and a lot of cartridges taken 
from the same store, and one razor and 
five pocket knives stolen from S. G. 
Slack & Co. The weapon with which he 
irled to sboot Officer Thrasher was also 
among those stolen from the Golden 
Hardware Company.

GEORGIA WILL BE -MADE

Steamer Brunswick Will Not Haul 
Freight Between New York 
@ and Brunswick, but Will 
Carry Freight for 
Cuban Trade. 


It was officially announced yesterday 
by officers of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic that beginning the first Sat- 
urday in December regular passenger ser- 
vice would be established by the Bruns- 
wick Steamship Company between New 
York, Brunswick ‘and Havana. 

While it was reported in The Con- 
stitution a few days ago that such ser- 
vice would be established, the announce- 
ment that it would be inaugurated in less 
than a nionth came as a great surprise 
to the Atlanta railroad world and the an- 
nouncement Was considered to be one of 
the most important te Atlanta and the 
southeastern territory in a long time.

The state supreme court rendered: a 
number of decisions yesterday of general 
interest, dealing) with the vagrancy laws, 
Maquor laws, and the power of municipal 
authorities. 

An interesting decision, which wil) pos- 
sibly throw some little light on the state 
laws against vagrancy, and result’ in 
their more stringent enforcement, was 
that in the case of Loomis Carter v. the 
state, from the city court of Macon, in 
which the court, in affirming the decision 
of the lower court, held as follows: 

“One who wanders and strolls about in 
idleness with no lawful purpose or ob- 
ject whatever, habitaual loafer, idler 
and vagabond who is able to work, has 
no property, no reasonably continuous 
employment and no regular income, is a 
vagrant within the meaning of paragraph 
3 of section 453 of the penal code, and 


he usually lodges. 
a person be a vagrant when his loafing 
and loitering was about pool rooms, 
rooms, dives, lewd houses and 
places of like character." 

There is only one loophole in the fore- 
going dictum of the supreme court, and 
that is in the. construction to be put upon 
the words “reasonably continuous em- 
ployment.” Is it “reasonably continuous 
femployment’’ where a man works only 
two or three days in the week and loafs 
around such places the balance of the 
time? That is the problem that is now 
demanding solution in the cities of the 
state.

@ man virtuous to teach him arithmetic, 
and are more and more insisting on hav- 
ing something tangible for their school 
tax cash. 

Especially with our colored brother iz 
this the case. We have not done well 
with him in the educational arena. We 
have smattered him up with a little three 
R’s and some “civics” and “hygiene” 
thrown in, and then turned him loose to 
paddle his own canoe, which he has done 
very badly, mostly because he don’t 
know any better. 

Why denounce him for his general in- 
efficiency? ‘‘How can I understand save 
some one teach me,’ says the man ir 
Scripture. And that is just where our 
black brother is. 

In slavery times the master or the elder 
slaves taught the young ones all manner 
of useful things, and they lived well, 
lived long and were happy. 

That method of instruction is gone, but 
the subject-matter of the instruction still 
lives with us. It is a familiar ohserva- 
tion that when a man knows how to do 
a thing well he is fond of doing it. His 
pride and vain-glory overcome his natu- 
ral inertia or laziness. He will do to 
show that he can do. 

Moreover, when a man can do a thing 
well, or even passably well, there is a 
money attachment which Is exceedingly 
grateful to most folks. 

Take a thoroughly worthless black man, 
a mere loafer and a thief, a burden to 
himself and a blot and a blur on his 
people. Nine times in ten he don't do a 
thing but idle and steal because he don't 
know how to do anything else. If he 
had been taught to do some one honest 
thing, the chances are he would do it. 

Let our wise men look into this matter 
of hand education.

Points Brought Out.

Macon, Ga., November 8.—(Speciai.)—| 
The address made yesterday evening by | 
Miss Gertrude Beeks, secretary of the 
welfare department of the National Civic | 
Federation, was the feature of the pro- | 
gramme making most interesting the | 
second session of the annual meeting of 
the State Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

last spring Miss Beeks came south to 
iivestigate.the conditions existing among 
the people of the manufactories of the 
south, and the report she made to the 
National Civic Federation dealt so hon- 


estly and justly the subject. that 
the state, through 
gohn King Ottley, urged upon her 
to address the federation that she might 
give them the benefit of her investi- 
gations of the conditions existing among 
the factory people of all sections, and 
the processes being employed to benefit 
these conditions where evils exist. 

Miss Beeks was introduced by Major J 
F. Hanson, president of the Bibb Manu- 
facturing Company, and from the mo- 
ment she spoke until the end of her 
deeply interesting discourse she carried 
her audience with her in narration of her 
part of the work being so successfully 
carried on by the National Civic Federa- 
ration, an organization recognized by 
thinking people as the most helpful an: 
significant in the present complex activ'- 
ties Of oUr great republic. 

The remarks of Miss Beeks were ‘illus- 
trated with stereopticon views showing 
what has been done b¥ many employers 
in providing for the physical comfort ‘of 
employees; for recreation, in supplying 
educational opportunities, and in the 
housing of labor. 

Under “Sanitary Work Places” some 
of the’ subjects covered were systems for 
rroviding pure drinking water; for ven- 
tilation—including the cooling of super- 
heateg places, and devices for exhausting 
dust and removing gases and for lighting 
the work places. Wash rooms with hot 
and cold water, towels and soap, shower 
paths for moulders and stationary fire- 
men, emergency hospitals, locker rooms, 
seats for women, laundrfes“for, men’s 
overalls or women’s uniforms, vators 
for women, luncheon rooms, rest rooms 
and trainmen’'s rest houses. 

Ventilation. 

Where ventilation has been given 
especial”*consideration, the air is changed 
conzypletely in the work rooms every fif- 
teen minutes. In the foundry where the 
pipes which are used in the Winter for 
heating serve to bring in the cool air fn 
the summer, great comfort is afforded 
the mouldera 

In a rolling mill galvanized iron pipes 
carry the fresh air to the faces of the 
men occupied at the rolls. Previously, tn 
very hot weather, the men were frequent- 
ly overcome, and sometimes it was neces- 
cary to shut down the entire mill, the 
yvorkmen thereby losing their wages and 
the company the product of their work. 
Since the installation of the ventilation 
system not a single hour’s time has been 
lkcst because of excessive heat. 

In a watch factory fresh alr which has 
been ‘forced through sheets of water is 
conducted through pipes to the faces of 
young women who sit. in front of the 
ovens baking the faces of the watches. 
"The fires In these ovens reach 2,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit.

Hospital and Rest Rooms. 

The value of the emergency hospital was 
evidenced by the. testimony of an em- 
ployer ‘which was recited: “Our hospital 
has been a preventive instead of an emer- 
gency room, as we had anticipated. In- 
stead of being patronized now and then 
the men use it continually. Previously 
when a man injyred his hand he would 
ibe satisfied avith putting a piece of waste 
upon it. Blood poisoning followed and 
he would be laid up for a few days. Now 
every injury receives immediate attentfon, 
and the men are not obliged to lay off 
fo- slight accidents. This is particularly 
beneficial in our businéss, because we 
have skilled labor, and when a man is 
away his machine is idle. The emergency 
hospital has saved a large percentage of 
previously lost time.” 

Women who have been overcome are 
frequently able to return to work after 
resting for an hour or reciving treatment 
in the emergency hospital, 

It hag been said that women who oper- 
ate several machines hold ‘‘walking jobs”’ 
and therefore cannot be seated at work. 
A view was shown of women who oper- 
ate seven machines, each sitting in chairs,

Provident Funds. 

The portrait of a man eighty years of 
age at work in a shop was shown with 
the question, “Is it better to pension or 
give him light work?’" Many employers 
have inaugurated systems for supplying 
funds for employees in jllness and oid 
age. The advantage of relief systems for 
employees was stated to be the assur- 
ance of prompt relief in case of illness 
or accident. The old plan of “passing 
around the hat” was apt to work hard- 
ship on the employees contributing, and 
did not always reach those in distress. 
Some of the objections of laboring men 
to insurance plans have been met by pro- 
gressive employers who have arranged 
to return at least ae portion of the dues 
comtributed by employees upon leaving 
the service of the company. When a 
nan has becn employed for from fifteen 
to twenty years by one company and has 
coptributed during that period to the re- 
lief fund, perhaps he has placed therein 
all of hig savings which he can ili al- 
ford to lose when his years of usefulness 
are near an end. A number of employ- 
ers have abandoned the obnoxious clause 
which binds the laborer who belongs to 
ihe relief society to release the company 
from legal liability in case of a serious 
accident. 

There is @ growing tendency among 
employers to encourage thrift by estai- 
lishing saving funds. it is difficult for 
empioyces to patronize the public savings 
banks which are not open during work- 
ing hours, and, furthermore, it does not 
appeal to a man who epends 10 cents car 


(fare for the sake of reaching a bank 


where he may deposits !0 cents. 

Employers who have inaugurated a sys- 
tem of lending money to employees in 
times of stress have discovered a means 
of eliminating the “money snark’’ from 
their institutions. 

Miss Beeks demonstrated tbat "welfare 
work” 1s successful in small as well as 
large factories; all of the sanitary devices 
which were exhibited are applicable tc 
both. In underteking welfare work the 
einployer should bear in mind tha the 
first effort should be to meet the “press- 
ing needs’ of the employees, and that if 
his wage scale is on a4 fair and just basis 
ali of these improvements for the benefit 
of the employees will be welcomed.
